CHAPEL CAB 



Will Spend This and Two 
Succeeding Days In 
Louisville. 



There are a few Democrats In 
Louisville who have not recovered 
from the shock they received when 
they read the election returns from 
this, the Fifth Congressional district 
of Kentucky, Wednesday morning. 
These few can see nothing but de- 
feat. The loss of the district to 
Bryan, the loss of four School 
Trustees and an Alderman and Park 
Commissioner seemed to be irre- 
trievable ruin. Neither are they sat- 
isfied with eight Congressmen. They 
have forgotten what happened in 
Kentucky a year ago. If they will 
turn their memory backward a 
twelvemonth and compare what hap- 
pened then with what has happened 
now, they will find cause for jubila- 
tion rather than disappointment; 
they will be encouraged to put on 
their armor for the fight next year 
nnd will go into battle with every 
hope of success. 

Last year Hon, Augustus K. Will- 
son, the Republican candidate for 
Governor of Kentucky, carried the 
State by 17,000 majority. This year 
It will give Bryan a majority of at 
least 11,000, which shows a reversal 
of 28,000 votes in the StaVe. Last year 
Gov. Willson carried the city of 
Louisville bjr 9.000 majority, nnd 
Grinstead carried it by 4.000. This 
yenr Taft's majority in the entlr 
district 1b less thnri 700, and Hon, 
Swngnr Shirley, the Democratic Con- 
gressional nominee, hr\s n majority 
of over 2.000. Surely these figures 
must he encouraging to Democrats. 

The Lotilsrillc Hernld. the only 
straightforward Republican daily in 
the city, admits that ir is n Republi- 
can defeat. A year ago Mayor firin- 
stead assumed the helm of the city 
government. He lins made mistakes, 
nnd the people were not pleased with 
his administration. They had an 
opportunity to show their displeasure 
iBst Tuesday, and they did it Ivy 
repudiating Mayor Grinstcnd's prnpo- 
sition to issue $1,000,000 in bonds for 
the erection of n new City Hospital. 

One thing can he said for the 
Louisville Herald, it comes as close to 
telling the truth editorially ns in 
possible in n newspaper. On Thurs- 
day the Herald said: "Louisville hns 
gone back to its old time idolatry 
and is ngnin worshiping at the shrine 
of Democracy. This is the simple 
significance of Tuesday's vote. Only 
the foolish and infatuated will seek 
to disguise or evade the fact." On 
the hospital bond proposition th 
Herald says: "In a crisis like the 
present there is nothing to be gained 
by glossing the truth. Mr. Khikead 
polled 25,138 voles. This may be re 
gnrded as the straight Republican 
vote. The bond issue received 10.4SI! 
votes. Granting that no Democra 
voted f->r the bonds, which we think 
is hardly the case, the Republicans 
failed 10 indorse a measure originnt 
Ing with and fostered by their own 
administration."

While the Louisville Hernld draws 
conclusions und philosophizes, t]m 
poor old Kvening l'ost has not one 
crumb of comfort left. The vote cast 
In the city of Louisville shows that 
the bulk of the people stand for civic 
liberty. The Post contered its fight 
against Swngnr Sf.erley, and Sherley 
was elected. The Post espoused the 
cause of the City Hospital bonds and 
15,000 Republicans repudiated ths 
measure. 

County Clerk Mark Oabhart w:i 
-disposed to act ugly Tuesday night 
after the boxes containing the ballots 
had been consigned to his care, and 
refused permission to Democratic 
iva tellers to remain in the Court 
House to see that the boxes were not 
tnnipered with. A storm of protest 
from the Democratic headquarters 
"broke about his head, nnd Mr. Gab- 
h*\rt finally consented to allow one 
Democratic watcher to remain with 
the boxes.

It will re- 
main in the Union depot train shed, 
ut Seventh nnd the river, today, to- 
morrow nud Mondny, in order that all 
the Cutholics i f the Falls Cities nnd 
vicinity may have a cliunce to view 
it and to judge whether thia innova- 
tion is not filling a long felt want i'\ 
the way of Catholic Church exten- 
sion. It is veritably a church on 
wheels, with altar, pews, vestments, 
etc., in the chapel proper, and dining 
and sleeping «|unrters for the chap- 
lain that accompanies it on its tours. 

The chapel car was designed for 
work among the Catholics of the 
West and South who are hundreds of 
miles away from the ministrntions of 
the Catholic clergy. It has done good 
work in States like Kansas, Arkansas, 
Iowa and Nebraska. To show what it 
is like, and with a view to encourage 
the faithful to provide more ears 
along similar lines, St. Anthony's 
chapel car has been touring the States 
east of the Mississippi river daring 
the past two months. It is the only 
Catholic church on wheels in the 
world. Other creeds have had itin- 
erant gospel wngons, but this is a 
regular railroad car transformed into 
a Cntholic church. The gospel car is 
one of the first fruits of the Catholic 
Church Extension Society, nnd had 
from the beginning the approbation 
of the Most Rev. Archbishop Qulgley, 
of Chicago; Rev. Francis C. Kelley. 
Chnirninn of the Board of Governors, 
and in fnct of ihe entire organization. 
The Rev. Father W. D. O'Hrien is 
chaplain of the chapel car nnd hns 
accompanied it on all its journeys 
over the I'nited States.

And Patriot Dies Member 
of Chicago's School 



The Chicago School Hoard has lost 
one of its ablest members in the de- 
mise of Percy Shelly O'Ryan, whose 
death occurred in that city last Sat- 
unlny. The Chicago Tribune, which 
is never given to overdoing the thing 
where Irishmen are concerned, said 
on Saturday: 

Although quiet and deliberate in 
manner, Mr. O'Ryan's career, par- 
ticularly l»efore he came to America, 
wus that of a fighter. He wns born 
n Tushel, County Tippernry, Ireland, 
ind educated at May nooth College 
Utd the Royal University at Dublin. 
He left college just ns Charles Stew- 
art Parnell was beginning bis his- 
toric movement to secure home rule 
for Ireland, and with characteristic 
vigor Mr. O'ltyan plunged into the 
midst of the fight. 

After taking part in a particularly 
tumultuous meeting, lie was sent to 
Kilmninham jail, where he spen 
some time in the company of 
nrnell, ,lohn Dillon. William O'Brien. 
Willinm Redmond and other Irish pa- 
triots. On his relense, although only 
week over legal age, he was nom- 
inated from Tipperary for a seat in 
the British House o " Commons, but 
declined because, as he said, he had 
decided to devote himself to journal- 
ism. This plan he followed out when 
he enme to Chicago, nbont twenty- 
five years, ago. For several years he 
wns connected with the Inter Ocean 
ind other Chicago papers. At th 
tame time he studied law at North 
western University, and in 1000 he 
ft newspaper work definitely to be 
gin the practice of law. 

Political and religious work occu 
pied much of his time, ne was at one 
time editor of the Catholic Home 
now the New World, nnd at various 
times was Secretary of the United 
Irish League of America and of the 
United Irish Societies in Chicago. He 
wns a member of the Church of the 
Precious Blood, where the funeral 
services probably will be held. Mr 
O'Ryan wns appointed to the School 
Board by the younger Carter Harri- 
son in 1903 and reappointed by Ed- 
wnrd F. Dunne in 1900. His term of 
office would hnve expired next June. 
As a member of the lxiard he waa 
interested particularly in the forma- 
tion of parents' clubs nnd neighbor- 
hood centers and urged the establish- 
ment of one in each school. 

•'O'Ryan held a unique position on 
the board." said a prominent school 
official. "He was neither a longhair 
nor a shorthair. ne hnd a pretty 
level head, and everybody. I think, 
valued his opinion highly."

Among 
them will be one who has had a re- 
markable career, a man who leaped 
from assistant parish priest to the 
rectorship of the American College 
in Rome, from there to the Rishopri 
of Portlnnd, Me., and then to tne 
Archbishopric of one of the largest 
and most important Sees in the 
United States, Archbishop William 
H. O'Connell, of Host on. He is a man 
with an immense capacity for work 
and never seems to tire or grow 
cold. His enthusiasm is of the veiy 
successful kind, which while it al- 
ways keeps wurni, never reaches the 
boiling over point. Archpishop 
O'Connell Mas a delegate from the 
Pope to the Emperor of Japan, and 
his difficult mission was carried out 
most successfully. 

He has infused new life into the 
Boston archdiocese and is steadily 
gaining in the esteem of those with- 
out the field.

Negative Side of Question 
Victorious at Mackln 
Council. 



While the crowd thnt heard the 
debate at Mackin Council Club House 
Thursday night of last week was not 
large, the interest was intense and 
the telling points mnde by the vari- 
ous speakers were enthusiastically 
applauded. The proposition was this: 
Hesolved, Thnt no member of the Y. 
M. I. order over thirty years of age 
is eligible to office in any of the sulv- 
ordinate councils. James T. Shelley 
and Hen J. Sand, isitli Past Presi- 
dents of Mackin Council, and who 
have given their time nnd talents for 
its upbuilding during the pnst fifteen 
years, espoused the affirmative side 
of the proposition. Louis J. Kieffer 
and Samuel J, Robertson, younger 
but not less zealous members, took 
the negative side of the question. 

The following members of the coun- 
cil were chosen judges: Patrick T. 
Sullivan. Thomas Henley. Michael 
Kelly and Hobert T. Burke. Later 
Frank Morgan had to be called in ns 
the fifth judge to cast the deciding 
vote. 

The order of the speakers was 
Shelley. Robertson. Sand. Kieffer. 
Each debater had evidently made o 
thorough study of the question, ond 
each skillfully answered minor prop- 
ositions propounded by the opposing 
side. It was a debate worth hearing, 
and small wonder was It that the 
judges were in n quundery. 

When the judges retired to de 
termine their finding Vice President 
Samuel J. Robertson presided and 
enlled upon various visitors to ex 
press their opinion on the question 
that had been under discussion. 
Among those who responded were 
Supreme Director Charles F. Pfeffer 
and (irnnd Secretory Fred Relsz, of 
Indiana Grand Council, Dr. A. R. 
ltizot. Thomas D. CUnes. Charles S. 
Hniilv and Camden McAtee. The 
sentiment expressed by the majority 
was in favor of holding on to the old 
men as well ss encouraging the 
young. Dr. Bizot. probably, made 
the most telling address. 

Meanwhile the judges, Messrs* 
Sullivan, Henley, Kelly and Burke, 
were having a lively debate among

SAVED NO EARTHLY TREASURES 



Kansas City, Kas„ like Louisville, 
has lost through resignation and on 
account of advancing years the serv- 
ices of its most venerable pnrish 
priest, the Rev. Father Anton Kuhls. 
Father Kuhls had presided over the 
destinies of St. Mary's parish for 
forty-five years, and' on October 25 
took leave of his congregation as pas- 
tor. Still he will remain among them 
and will spend his declining venrs in 
St. Mary's Hospital, an institution 
which he founded. 

That he was held in high esteem 
by people of all classes, creeds and 
races is shown by the following news 
item that nppeare< the fololwing day 
In the Kansas City Journal: 

"Over 1,500 people crowded St. 
Mary's Catholic church in Kansns 
City, Kns.. at the morning service yes- 
terday. They represented every par- 
ish in the diocese of Leavenworth. 
Cntholic and non-Catholic stood el- 
bows touching in the narrow aisles. 
Religious differences were for the 
moment forgotten. The occasion wns 
the farewell sermon of Monsignor, or 
better still. Father Anton Kuhls. 

"Father Kuhls, in the plain black 
robe of a priest, sat through the serv- 
ices where he could be plainly seen 
by everyone, but took no part in the 
ceremonies. It could be seen his 
heart wns scarcely more than half 
in the part that pertained to thj fare- 
well. But it was written in his thin 
gray hair and his wrinkled brow thnt 
the parting was inevitable. Tears 
came to his eyes and dropped one 
after nnother upon his fingers ns he 
COM his beads.

It 
represented the gift, not only of the 
Catholics, but of Jews anil Prot- 
estants nnd black nnd white. None 
was allowed to give more than ten 
cents, so that at least 17.300 people 
must have participated in the fare- 
well testimonial. Father Mohan also 
presented Father Kuhls with a copy 
of the resolutions ndopted at n meet- 
ing of St. Marv's parish. 

"Father Kuhls did not feel equal 
to the task of reading his vnledictory. 
so the task devolved upon Father 
Miehnle. In the beginning he he- 
spoke for his successor, whoever it. 
wight be. the confidence nnd pood 
will of the parishioners. He admon- 
ished his people to let their children 
continue to attend the school mass 
as piously ns they have done for the 
past forty-four yenrs. 

"I leave because I am physically 
and mentally no longer able to carry 
the burden. I brought to you a young 
man, n boy priest, forty-five 'years 
ago, nnd I take from you an old 
priest, of whom nothing is left hut 
the shell. T have nothing to complain 
of. but I have countless reasons to 
thank God, and I hnve asked the 
choir nnd all of you to chant the To 
Dnue at thi* end of the services. You 
ask: 'Have you mnde any provision 
for your old age?' No anil yes. I 
hnve no lands, no houses, no bank 
accounts. I hnd three daughters— 
St. Mary's church, St. Mary's school 
and St. Margaret's Hospital. For 
these I have spent all and I nm not 
sorry for It. The last nnd youngest 
dnnghter hns promised to take care 
of me in my old days, and I feel sure 
she will do It. I s'hal not be n bur- 
den to St. Mary's, where I, ns an 
irremovable rector, might have 
claimed my support till the end of 
life. I thnnk God T have saved no 
earthly treasures. I leave St. Mary's 
with as little ns when I came to' it 
forty-five years ago. I take not as 
much ns n broom from the church or 
house. I leave all with you and for 
you except my library and my 
clothes. Even the fine' chnlice you 
gave me on my silver jubilee I leave 
with you. I ask nothing of you but 
your prayers and kind remembrance. 
I wish to be buried from this church, 
and on that day I ask all of you to go 
to holy communion in a body for me. 
May God bless you and your children, 
living and dcad\ for alj your suffer- 
ings. Once more may we meet In 
heaven."

Hut in 
that day reclamation is nlmost impos- 
sible; the degeneracy of the adults 
infects the children, and the fault of 
our social miseries is thus perpetu- 
ated from generation to generation. 
From those struggling with poverty 
nnd idleness come the thousands who 
have lost all self-respect and ambi- 
tion, who hardly if ever work, who 
are aimless nnd drifting, who like 
drink, wl'.o have DO thought of their 
children, nnd live contentedly on 
rubbish and alms. There Is a neces- 
sary and an unnecessary poverty. The 
former is that which comes about 
through intemperance, shiftlessness, 
laziness and depravity. This wi» 
suppose will always lie with us. There 
is no power that MS (hi* Id men or 
women from the penalties or the 
Inevitable results of the violntion of 
natural and moral laws. There is. 
on the other hand, an unnecessary 
poverty, due to certain social nnd in- 
dustrial evils and wrongs that a self- 
respecting community can not con- 
tinue to permit. We should find and 
put an end to the causes producing 
these conditions. 'An ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure.'"

Official copies of the ApOStOlie 
Constitution recently enacted by 
Pope Pius X. were recei\ed in New- 
York City I11M Saturday, according to 
the New York World. From the new 
laws promulgated it is learned that 
His Holiness intends to publish an 
official bulletin from the Vatican 
every two .weeks. The World says: 

For ages the method of promulgat- 
ing the Pontifical constitutions und 
laws has been to affix copies of them 
to the doors of the Vatican nnd 
Lnteran basilicas and some of the 
other more frequented places of 
Rome. What was thus promulgated 
in Rome was held to be a promulga- 
tion for all nations and gave to the 
enactments the force of laws. Not all' 
acts were thus treated; some were 
held to be. legitimately promulgated 
merely by the announcement of their 
passage by the Sacred Congregations. 

"Yet this form of promulgation." 
says the Pope in his latest constitu- 
tion, "although quite legal, fell short 
of that solemnity which should be 
connected with the acts of the su- 
preme authority. For this reason 
manv Bishops have frequently urged 
on our predecessors and on ourself. 
both in the past and especially when 
they have been consulted recently OH 
the codification of canon law. that a 
bulletin should be isued by the su- 
preme authority of the church for 
the promulgation of the new eccle- 
siastical laws nnd the publication of 
the Pontifical acts. 

"After having tnken this plea into 
serious consideration otid heard the 
opinion of some of the Cardinals of 
the Holy Roman Church and having 
come to the conclusion that the 
wishes of the said Bishops might be 
complied with, we do. by our apos- 
tolic authority and in virtue of the 
preseat constitution, decree that at 
the beginning of the coming year 
1909 there shall be puboMe • by tho 
Vatican printing press an official 
bulletin of the acts of the Apostolic 
See. Hence it is our will that, the 
Pontifical constitutions, laws, de 
erees and other ordinances of the 
Roman Pontiffs of the sacred con- 
gregations and offices, inserted and 
published in this bulletin with the 
authorization of the Secretary of the 
chief officer of the respective congre- 
gations or offices, shall be held to he 
legally promulgated by this sole and 
only method."

In the diocese of 
Cebu alone there are 2,fKH),000 people, 
with UN native nnd 11M European 
priests to care for their spiritual wel- 
fare. Of the total ISO belong to re- 
llgious orders, while the remainder 
are secular priests. This would leave 
one priest to each 10.000 people, but 
local conditions are such that not 
even one priest can be nssigned to 
each I0.0O0. As a consequence there 
are nt least .100.000 Catholics in Cebu 
who are without the ministry of the 
clergy. Hence it is that" Bishop 
Hendrick has found an nppalling task 
before him. 

In many, in fact nearly every case 
the European priests that go to the 
Philippines are unuble to speak or 
understand the language of the na- 
tives. This is another great handicap. 
Yet there are in the diocese of Cebu 
eighteen young Irish Hedemptorists 
who nre accomplishing much good 
for the faith. 

Many of the Christian residents in 
Cebu can read and write, but only 7 
per cent, can speak English. In the 
city of Cebu they have a very large 
church, college and monastery built 
by the Jesuits in 150.1. and it has been 
educating the people for the past 
four eenturieR, nnd still there are 
many untutored among the natives. 

In 1!K)4 there were sixty-four vacant 
parishes in the diocese of Cebu. now 
there are thirty-three vacancies, and 
it is hard to get priests to fill them. 
While the Filipinos are poor they 
are hard working as a rule, and the 
percentage of paupers among them 
is less than in the Knifed Stntes.

His authority is more nbsolutf 
than that of any czar, for it is based 
on the greatest' force in the world 
nffection. 

"Sure, they may seem rough, but 
t is all on the surface." he will say 
with n kindly twinkle in his shrewd 
blue eyes.

That landlord* and tenants of lie- 
land should ever meet on one plat 
form to urge the llritish Government 
to complete a piece of legislation for 
the settlement of the land pureha 
Ulieitlllll would have seemed a dream 
twenty years ago, says the able ed- 
itor of the Dundalk Democrat. Bl 
adds that such a thing has happened 
in .Minister and County Monaghan. At 
the Munster meeting Lord Harry more 
ami William O'llrion amicably pro- 
posed and seconded resolutions on 
this question, nnil at the North Mun 
nglinn meeting Lord Kossmore and 
Major Madden, of Itoslea. both pro- 
nounced Orangemen of l ister, sat 
and spoke on the same platform with 
the Nationalist Chairman of the 
County Council anil such stalwart pa 
triots'as Patrick Whclan. Continuing 
the editor of the Dundalk Democrat 
says: 

Vet, after all. what is this but a 
proof of n new spirit that is growing 
up in Ireland? It may be but in its 
infancy, but the spirit of mutual tol- 
eration is here, and it is growing 
Men are beginning to see that they 
can hold diverse political opinions 
and yet not hate each other for the 
love of country— or party. The Na- 
tionalist who joins hands with the 
Orangemnn or I'nionist who is. willing 
to work with him in any cause likely 
to do any practical good for Ireland, 
is no less a Nationalist: nor. for that 
matter, does the I'nionist forfeit his 
political belief though he refuse to 
swallow any longer the doctrine long 
taught him by the professional noli 
ticians of his party that Nationalists 
are ogres or incendiaries. In Ireland, 
as in other countries, there are politi- 
cal parties. And in Ireland, as in 
other countries, there is no reason 
whv people of diversely opposite 
politicnl opin'ons may not work to- 
gether for the common good of the 
country. Does nny danger threaten 
England's position, her trade or her 
social well-being; and do not English- 
men of all parties unite to save her? 
Whv then should not the Nationalists 
Stld Cnionists unite for Ireland's 
benefits in promoting the industrial 
revival, in lifting from their shoulders 
the burden of over-taxation, and such 
matters? Whv should not lnndlord 
and tenant unite in making the land 
purchase net of lOnn achieve the re- 
sults which were expected of It? It 
does not follow that tenants will pay 
any higher prices for their lands, any 
more than that landlords will accept 
a less, because they nnite In cnlling 
to have the act put fully and quickly 
Into operation to complete the trans- 
fer of the land into the hands of the 
tenants. 

There is a disposition in some quar- 
ters to regard this joint action of 
lnndlord and tennnt as a political 
danger, from the Nationalist point of 
view. The Irish party nt their meet- 
ing this week depreciated the bring- 
ing of "landlords identified with the 
demnnds for a renewal of coercion" 
to act with Irish tenants on commit- 
tees or deputations to the Govern- 
ment on the subject of land purchase. 
We can readily understand the posi- 
tion of the Irish party in tne matter, 
and we freely ndmit their clnim to 
the continued confidence of the 
tenantry of Ireland. It is to the 
Irish party— that is to the Irish led 
by Pnrnell nnd his lieutenants — we 
owe the very existence of the Irish 
tennntry. nnd it is very largely to 
the Irish party we owe the land pur- 
chase net. Furthermore we think the 
tenantry of Ireland would be very 
ill-advised io withdraw their confi- 
dence from the pnrty that has done 
such great work for them. But we 
can still sae no reason whv. in mat- 
ters of common interest. Nationalist 
tenant-farmer and I'nionist (even 
coercion ist) landlord should not make 
their joint and united claim upon the 
Government. Moth snffer from the 
dishonesty of the Ilritish Treasury 
in working the land purchase act.
